Purchase Exposition, lo be held in St 
Louis In 1903. 

“He laughs best who laughs last ” A 
few years ago there was a general guf- 
faw oyer B. L. D. GutTy's candidacy for 
a seat on the bench of the court of ap- 
peals. For the next year he can, as 
chief justice of that august tribunal, 
laugh or frown us all out of court.— 
Louisville Times. 

Col. D. G. Colson, who will repre- 
sent the Mlddlesboro district in the 
lower house of the new Legislature, 
will nominate former Gov. W. O Brad- 
ley for U. S Senator lo tbe republican 
caucus. This means tba*. Senator De- 
boe, who recently expressed himself as 
being very desirous to secure tbe booor 
of tbe republican nomination, may re- 
oelve a “throw down" at tbe hands of 
his party.
